Reviewing ‘the article, the Overseas 


News Agency says: 

“The Servian attack serves the cen- 
tral powers politically and is advanc- 
ing them toward final victory,. Maj. 
Moraht says, while the French and 
British offensive was undertaken with 
enormous forces in mere fury and 
obstinacy, while the efforts of Russia 
are only designed to regain for her 
territory which she has lost. 

“The discussion between the En- 
tente nations regarding their respec- 
tive participation in the Balkan cam- 
paign is still uncompleted, Maj. Mo- 
raht points out, and regarding such 
participation he says that France is 
unable to spare troops from her home 
front, while her colonial troops are 
not suitable for service in a Servian 
winter campaign. Great Britain's 
shaken forces from the Dardanelles 
would not be able to cope in battle 
with the victorious German and Aus- 
tro-Hungarian forces and the Bul- 
garian troops, he adds, while Italy 
wishes to make her own war, saving 
her soldiers and her gold.”

o'clock tonight, with only a third. of 
the returns in, Mrs. E. F. Feickert, 
president of the New Jersey Associa- 
tion for Woman Suffrage, acknow!l- 
edged that the party had lost. 

Throughout the State, the vote was 
heavy, and fairly even im its results. 
Large cities, suburban towns and rural 
districts rendered returns in favor of 
the antis, in the average proportion of 
two to two and a half. | 

CARRY ONE COUNTY. 

One county alone, Ocean, gave a 
majority to equal franchise of about 
300. The large cities of the State, 
Jersey City, Hoboken, Newark, Pater- 
son, Trenton, Elizabeth and Camden, 
all opposed the amendment. 

Late returns indicate that the agri- 
cultural counties, Hunterdon, Giou- 
cester, Salem, Gussex, Burlington, 
Cumberland, will all return sub- 
stantial majorities in favor of the 


antis. 
The counties In which commuters 


have their homes, counted on by the 
suffragists for a substantial majority, 
Eesex, Union, Somerset, Bergen, Pas- 
saic and Morris, have all gone against 
the cause. In Bergen the vote has 
been close and it is probable that, 
omitting the returns from Hacken- 
sack, suffrage would have won here. 

Not only did these commuters 
counties reject the amendmert, but 
of the towns in them which had been 
regarded as positively supporting suf- 
frage, few failed to give the antis a 
large majority. 

Caldwell, Verona. Essex Falls and 
other exclusive communities in Essex 
county voted against. the cause. Gien 
Ridge nt for equal franchise by 
the rani of seven votes, Summit 
defeated votes for women by two to 
one. Orange, regarded as certainiy 
pro-suffrage, turned down the amend- 
ment. The vote In East Orange wae 
practically even. 

Beaten back by citizens, villagers 
and farmers throughout the State, 
suffrage found support alone from the 
fisherfolk of Ocean county. 

POOR ORGANIZATION. 


The story of the amendment’s de- 
feat is the story of scattered effort 
against well-oiled political machines, 
of well-meant enthusiasm, against 
perfect organization. In spite of the 
strenuous struggle. there has been 
little bitterness exoressed, and only 
a few implications of fraud. These 
last all gprang from Essex county, 
where Jim Nugent, the Democratic 
boss, was determined that the amend- 
ment should be defeated, and used 
every possible political wile to carry 
through his desire. 

Accusations of fraud have already 
been advanced by the suffragists of Ee- 
sex, through their leader, Mrs. Mina 
Cc. Van Winkle against the opposing 
machine. In Newark alone through- 
out the State. as far as could § be 
learned tonight, watchers at the polis 
were so much annoyed by remarks of 
bystanders that it was necessary to 
appeal to the police for protection. 
Numerous cases of electioneering at 
the polls were also reported. 

Throughout the State, lack of suf- 
frace watchers pointed out the de- 
fects tn the loosely hung suffrage ma- 
chine. There were not enough women 
or men of the party at many of the 
polling places to allow the watchers a 
chance for rest or meals. Many wom- 
en and girls stood the lone hours be- 
tween 6 in the morning and 7 at 


night without relief. At other places, 
no suffrage watchers were present at 
all. 
In Princeton it appeared that suf- 
frawe would lose in spite of the pres- 
ence of the President.

Everywhere the first chief goes he 
is. being made the recipient of tre- 
mendous ovations.

T IS an appalling thought that the 
church should bave had a part in the 
crime of Calvary, and yet it did, and 
that the chief part.

What was the sin of the church that 


way, what are the characteristics of a per- 
verted religion? They are chiefly two:— 

1. The ecclesiastical mind. 

2. The ecclesiastical conscience. 

The ecclesiastical] mind is a closed mind— 
and there is nothing it resents so much as 
being pried open to receive a new idea. 
Its settled rule of judgment, its accepted 
test of truth, is “What is new is never true 
and what is -true is never new.” Philip 
Gilbert Hammerton has aptly compared 
the conventional process of religious in- 


struction and training to 
etching on glass. The mind of the pupil is 
first covered with an impervious coat of 
pious prejudice. The pattern of the desired 
creed is then carefully traced with the 
stylus of authority; and then only is the 
mind exposed to the sand-blast of reality 


_and the acid test of experience which cut 


along the exposed lines only and the de 
sired creed ig indelibly engraved upon the 
mind. 

The other characteristic of a perverted 
religion is the ecclesiAstical conscience. 
It is strikingly illustrated by one Good 
Friday scene. A procession is sweeping 
through the streets of Jerusalem, bound 
for the governor's palace. Who compose 
this procession? They are the religious 
leaders of the people, the prominent divines, 
the chief ecclesiastics, the dignitaries and 
prelates of the church, and the Sanbedrim, 
the chief religious legislative body of the 
nation. It is as if you rolled into one the 
Presbyterian General Assembly, the Metho- 
dist General Conference, the Episcopal Gen- 
eral Convention, the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy, and the House of Lords with the 
whole bench of bishops. 

What is the business they have in hand? 
They are intent om committing the greatest 
crime in history, a crime at which the 
whole world has shuddered ever since. 
They, would crucify the Son of God. But 
at Pilate’s threshold they stop. Why? Ah, 
they have stumbled across a statute with 
a penalty, a canon of the chureh with a 
sanction. And these people have great re- 


Spect for penalties and sanctions, if they 


have little for truth and righteousness. If 
they should enter a heathen house that 
Passover morning, they would become cere- 
monially defiled and unfit to partake of 
the sacrament. They would lose their 
reputation for strict churchmanship. They 
are indefinitely scrupulous and utterly un- 
principled, entirely sincere and yet com- 
pletely untruthful and unrighteous, plous 
and perverted. 

Is not the portrait familiar? 

There are certain great principles of 
right living. Upon them rest alike al) in- 
stitutions and all human life. The state, 
the church, commerce, trade, society and 
the individual life are built upon them. 
They constitute the fundamental law of 
liberty for all human life, individual or as- 
sociated. Only as life obeys that law, can 
it be free and full and joyous. 

But in order to apply these principles to 
circumstances and exigencies the state 
makes statutes, the church canons and 
rules, and society customs and good form, 
each profession its

The theory is 
given strength from the fact that after 
the search there had been abandoned 
the woman cried out again that she 
heard the man in the cellar. 

Patrolman White said Sergt. Toolen 
and he went to the house following a 
confession made by Harry Duncan's 
brother, Ralph Duncan, the evening 
before. He was arrested with Claude 
Pyles and Ha Schaeger in connec- 
tion with the theft of T. J. Briker's 
automobile, which was stolen from in 
front of his home at No. 427 Mt. 
Washington’ drive. Ralph implicated 
Harry in this theft, and numerous 
other depredations. 

AT THE HOUSE. 
When the officers arrived at the 


Duncan residence, which is a two- 
story house, they instructed the chauf- 
feur to throw. the searchlight on the 
rear window while they went to the 
front door and demanded admittance. 
Mrs. Duncan answered their knock, 
and when they said they were police 
officers and wanted to talk to Harry 
she told them her son was not at 
home. They argued with her for a 
moment and when she flatly refused to 
open the door they went to the rear 
and smashed through. The noise woke 
the household, and there was consid- 
erable confusion. Sergt. Toolen made 
a quick gearch of the lower part of the 
house, and discovering that no one 
was sleeping downstairs, told the pa- 
trolman they would go to the second 
floor. 

Then Mra. Duncan, who was etand- 
ing on the bottom steps, flew into 
a fit of rage. “You are not going up 
there,” she cried, and commenced 
kicking at the officers. She fought 
so ferociously that they saw it would 
be necessary to use force to get past 
her. Patrolman White took her by the 
shoulders, dragged her down the steps 
and shoved her across the room. Sersrt. 
Toolen took advantage of the respite 
from the woman's savagery to try to 
climb the steps, but had only started 
when the shot from the darkness 
Above rang out, and he fell. 

FATHER AND SON GONE, 

When detectives arrived at the

THE RIGHT TO WORK, 


Unionites Trying to Dominate the 
Custom Tailoring Trade in New 
York City. 

Unionite agitators have brought on 
'& strike among the tailors working in 
the fashionable custom shops of New 
| York City, and as a result of the senti- 
mental agitation that has resulted the 
New York Commercial clarifies the 
situation as follows: 

“Well- meaning, but -,informed 
persons, mostiy women, rush into 
print whenever they hear of a strike 
in New York City. It has become a 
society fad, and the grafting agitators 
make the most of the desire for pub- 
licity, which obsesses so many of those 
| Whom they call the “idle rich” when 
not soliciting campaign funds from 
them. The strike in the fashionable 
tailor shops on Fifth avenue is a case 
in point. It is not a real etrike, but 
blackmailing scheme to force skilled 
, workmen to join the unions and pay 
|} dues for the support of the grafters. 
Tallors are afraid to go to work. They 
/are reminded of the fate of a little 
tailor who left town to seek work in 
another city. They cannot forget it 
just now, because four men are being 
tried for myrdering the little talflor 
who tried to earn his daily bread in 
}* distant nonunion shop. New York 

society women are supplying the 
sinews of war for this kind of “educa- 
tional” campaign, though they do not 
know it. 

“In the custom taflor trade affected 
by this strike tallors get $230 a week 
or more and helpers and second-class 
workers receive not less than $20 a 
week. In the busy season, which is 
now on, good tallors earn as much as 
$70 a week, and $50 a week is prob- 
ably their average pay. The pro- 
prietors of these fashionable shops 
are willing to pay far more than the 
union scale for the best work. They 
can afford to do so, because the gar- 
mente they make to order cost from 
& hundred dollars up for women and 
from fifty dollars up for men. Those 
who buy clothing made to order in 
Fifth-evenue shops do not care for 
the cost as long as they get the re- 
quired style. fit and finish. Finer 
talloring ie done in New York than in 
London or Paria, as the best foreign 
garment makers acknowledge, though 
they dispute New York's claim to pre- 
eminence in style. 

“Skilled workmen have a right to 
sell their services for whatever they 
can get or choose to take. Journey- 
men taflors, whose minimum wage is 
$80 a week, are not objects of charity. 
The best of them can and do earn 
much more than that in the busy sea- 
son. and their employers are glad to 
give it because their customers in 
turn are willing to pay for the beet. 
These tailors are being intimidated by 
the pickets employed by the labor 
tators. They will lose money by 
joining the union. They should be 
protected from the thugs who follow 
them to their homes and threaten 
them and from the writers of anony- 


‘| duty to keep order on one of New 


York’s chief thoroughfares. 
“This is a fight for recognition of! 
the union, in which the question of 
higher wages has no part. These 
fashionable shops pay more than the | 
union scale, and the union leaders 
want to send tallors to them in rota-, 
tion so as to divide up the “good 
things” among inefficient workmen. | 
High wages in nonunion shops make | 
men restive under union discipline, ' 
and the best workmen desert the. 
unions as soon as they can qualify for 
employment in these shops. Years 
ago union tailors worked in these 
shops, but the union leaders persisted 
In trying to shove in unskilled men, 
and the employers had to rebel be-'| 
cause they could not afford to have 
garments costing hundreds of dollars 
spolled. 

“Bome day the public will wake up 
and realize the danger of permitting 
irresponsible agitators to deprive citi- 
Zens of the right to earn a living. This 
is not a question of minimum wages, 
but of natural rights, and it must be 
fought out sooner or later. It is pre- 
Posterous that less than 2 per cent. 
of the population should arrogate to 
itself a monopoly of certain important 
means of gaining a livelihood. The 
learned professions are open to all, 
and fitness should be the only quall- 
fication needed for ‘arning one’s 
bread in any walk of life.” |

The poor of Pasadena will this 
winter find employment and therefore 
peace of mind, in the parks and other 
public tmprovements, for yesterday 
the City Commissioners created a new 
department for this purpose.

Efforts to Redeem the Paper Money 
Issued in Ohinese Province Have 


» Proved a Failure. 


{Consular Report:] During the rev- | 
olution of 1911 and 1912 millions of 
dollars worth of paper currency were 
issued by the Chung-king 
provinces. No one seems to know the 
exact amount, but it very likely ex- 
These notes were 
not convertible during the first year, 
but the government promised to re- 
deem them in silver at the expiration 
of that time. Desultory attempts have 
been made to obtain silver for this 
purpose but without success, In the 
of the notes 


greatly decreased, The flood of 
money had the usual effect, silver 
lars tended to disappear, prices ad- 
vanced, and the value of paper money 
declined. Artificial means were adopt- 
ed to bolster up the value of the paper 
currency, but they had very little per- 
manent effect. A French expert was 
sent by the central government to 
Chengtu in order to straighten out 
this difficulty, but he was apparently 
unable to cope with the situation. 
The paper dollar recently was worth 
only between 50 and 66 cents in silver. 
The government for a time offered to 
exchange copper cash for paper dol- 
lars. Facilities for doing this, how- 
ever, were excessively limited, and the 
effect was almost negligible. 

Copper cash was coined im such 
unlimitéd quantities that the value 
was soon reduced.
